“Seizure” of Our Cities by American Troops 


The New York Times of August 14, 1952, contained 
the following item: 

“TOWN TO BE ‘SEIZED’ 

“ ‘Aggrossorland Army’ Will Take 
Over Watertown, N. Y. 

"Watertown, N. Y., Aug. 13 (UP)—An ‘Ag- 
grcssorland Army,’ rolling south from the Cana¬ 
dian border, will seize this city of 35,000 next 
Tuesday. 

"The 'enemy' will arrest city officials, capture 
radio stations and put the city under martial law. 

"The 'invasion' will be the climax of a training 
program for four military government units from 
near-by Camp Drum. The units, of company size, 
arc from New,York City, Rochester, Syracuse and 
Utica, under the command of Col. David J. Niel¬ 
son." 

On August 15th, the Economic Council telegraphed 
protests to the Mayor of Watertown and the Governor 
of New York, pointing out incidentally that the 
"seizure" was set for the State Primary day, August 
19th. Following these telegrams the seizure was post¬ 
poned until August 20th; and compared with similar 
"seizures" of certain California cities in 1951, was 
rather mild. 

According to the Watertown Daily Times of August 
21st, the Watertown seizure consisted of the entrance 
into the city of 400 officers and men of wltat was 
described as the military government occupation force. 
An “enemy” proclamation was read to Mayor New¬ 
man and City Manager Wood by the troop commander. 
This proclamation was iti part as follows: 

"Tile Aggrcssorland forces serving under my 
command have now entered your country. In the 
areas occupied by these forces tee shall'eliminatd 
and eradicate those institutions and individuals 
inimical to our interests. ... 

"Resistors and conspirators Unit be apprehended 
and expeditiously punished as they deserve. . . . 

"Until further notice, banks, insurance com¬ 
panies and oilier financial institutions will be 
closed; also schools, churches and libraries. News¬ 


papers will not be published. Radio stations will 
only broadcast under the direction of the mili¬ 
tary governor informing your people of the glorious 
Aggressorland. ... 

, , , Until further notice, all courts ore closed 
imd legislative boilies are dissolved. Military gov- 
• emment courts are established under the super¬ 
vision of the military governor. Political parties 
are dissolved and all political activities will cease. 

"All members of your Armed Forces and all 
police organisations will forthwith surrender their 
arms to the Aggressorland Annies and will submit 
to the further orders' of the military 'gc-tcsv.vr." 

— \flh Vtrfircs are "ours'.) 

This proclamation is generally similar to that pasted 
in California cities at the time of their seizure, a fac¬ 
simile copy of which we have in our files. 

Following the reading of the proclamation, the Mayor 
and City Manager were "arrested” and tried by court- 
martial and "sentenced” to 20 years. 

This Watertown affair attracted little attention in 
Watertown — probably due to its relative mildness. 
When similar action was taken at Lampasas, Texas, 
on April 3, 1952, we are informed on excellent 
authority that grecn-clad aggressor troops took over 
the city, a ranching town of 5,000 people, closed 
churches, bullied tcacliers and set up concentration 
camps. Businessmen were arrested; brief one-sided 
trials, minus luibeas corpus, were conducted and guards 
posted in school classrooms. An AP dis|iatch for April 
3rd said in part; 

"But the staged action almost became actual 
drama when one student and two troopers forgot 
it was only make-believe. ‘Ain't nobody going to 
make me get up,' cried John Snell, 17, his face 
beef-red. One of the paratroopers shoved the butt 
of his rifle within inches of Snell’s face and 
snarled, 'You want this butt placed in your teeth? 
Get up ,'" 

One of a se.riea of posters printed by the War De¬ 
partment (wc have an original) and put up by the mili¬ 
tary government force in Lampasas listed many 
offenses for which citizens would be punished. One of 
them read:

"25. Publishing- or circulating or hiving in his 
possession with intent to publish or circulate, any 
printed or written matter in the interest of the 
enemy or its armed forces or hostile, detrimental, 
or disrespectful to the government of the United 
States. Military Government, or to Iht government 
of any otlirr of the United Nations." (Italics ours.) 

One of our greatest Presidents once said that criti¬ 
cism of our government was proper and useful, even 
in time of war. But under military government there 
is to be no adverse comment on any of the United 
Nations I 

The Northwest Defense News of Walla Walla, 
Washington, in its issue of July-August 1951, in dis¬ 
cussing the "seizure” of Huntington Park, California, 
mentioned a meeting of the Military Government Asso¬ 
ciation on June 4, 1951 in Los Angeles. The article 
continued: 

“. . . At that time members of the organization 
who are for the most part military reservists who 
have been a part of the military government in 
Germany since the war, among them Chief of 
Police Parker of Los Angeles, stated flatly in a 
speech that we are going to have a military gov¬ 
ernment whether we like it or not, and that criti¬ 
cism of the administration's foreign or domestic 
policy would not lie tolerated. , , 

Incidentally. Parker was one of the leading lights 
iirrfnr inrAwwi^ttuitrumsnt sej-up in Germany I Appar¬ 
ently in event of war, A menfsti-r arf, ... ■ i.^ w j|| 
furnish the money and the men to die, arc to be sub¬ 
jected to the indignities of a conquered people. If not, 
tvhat docs all this rehearsal mean? 

The cities in Southern California on which this 
maneuver hy military government was practiced in 
1951, included Culver City, Torrance. Englewood, 
Long Beach, Hawthorne, Huntington Park, Cbmpron 
and Redondo Beach, 

The National Republic Reported 
On This Last Year 

The magazine, The National Republic, published Kt 
Washington. D. C, under the editorship of Mr. Walter 
Steele, had one or more articles on this subject shortly 
after the California events occurred, and published an 
editorial in its issue of October, 1951. From these and 
other sources, the following facts seem to stand out: 

When Culver City was seized on July 16, 1951. offi¬ 
cers of the invading forces flew the flag of the United 
Nations and stated they represented the United Nations. 

At Huntington Park, a flag-raising ceremony took 
place, the flag of the United Nations being raised where 
the American flag was accustomed to be 
In the various California cities, or some of them, the 
proclamation was in the name of "Jones Smithman, 
General, United States Army Commanding United 
Nations Forces Oceania. . . 

Mr. John Jay Daly, writing of this instance in The 
National Republic, said that "The Department of the 
Army at the Pentagon in Washington, D. C., at first 


professed to know nothing about it—nor was the De- 
|>Utmcnt consulted prlo* to the activities. Neither was 
the Secretary of the Army, Frank Pace, Jr, though 
one of his press officers explained that General Jones 
Smithman had been Moaned to the United Nations.'" 

Later, Colonel David M. Fowler, in reply to an in¬ 
quiry from Headquarters Second Army, Fort George 
G. Meade, Maryland, stated that "General Jones Smith- 
man is a fictitious name." 

The National Republic states that it lias pictures of 
a State Department official "briefing" Army officers in 
preparation for the '‘occupation." So State seems to 
have had a hand in this! 

A mysterious organization called the Military Gov¬ 
ernment Association has come into existence in recent 
years. Colonel Dorn, Dlief of the Public Intelligence 
Division of the Army, replying to a letter that The 
Nalimuil Republic had directed to the Secretary of the 
Army, explained that the Military Government Asso¬ 
ciation “is not an official Army agency, and that the 
Army was not training the American people in the 
customs of living under the rule of a foreign occupa¬ 
tional force, or in how to liberate themselves from 
such in the event of invasion and rule by hostile forces." 

Colonel Dorn indicated that he was not aware of the 
events in California. He added that so far as he knew, 
“tile U. S. lias not recognized the right of the U N. 
to enter into our domestic affairs." But he said that 
"such question is one of legal and political significance, 
over which the military exercises no control." He added 
that the Office of the Army had been "unable to find 
any reference to the units concerned in the maneuvers 
a<T taking over" or representing the “authority of the 
armed forces of the United Nations." 

No wonder Katherine G. Reynolds, Chairman of the 
National Defense Committee of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, stated at the time, "The whole 
tiling has ugly implications.” 

As we go to press, we have a letter in response to 
our inquiry, from the Chief Counsel to the House Com¬ 
mittee on Armed Services, which says in part: 

"Relative to the authority under which this 
exercise [at Watertown] was conducted, as I have 
already indicated, this is not a matter which is cov¬ 
ered by either state or federal law, It is entirely 
dependent upon harmonious relationships between 
hx-al civilian officials and appropriate military au¬ 
thorities, as was the case at Watertown.” 

But we know of no state law under which city offi¬ 
cials would have the right to consent to invasion, even 
a simulated invasion. Sec. 4 of Art. TV of the Consti¬ 
tution provides that "The United States shall . . . 
protect each of them [the States) against invasion." 

What Does All This Mean? 

There is more to this business than meets the eye. 
Under what possible circumstances of public safety 
would it be accessary for American troops to seize 
American cities? Is it contemplated that in time of 
war there will be mistrust of the American people? 

There was great patriotic enthusiasm in the United 
States at the time of World War I. World War II 



was decidedly less popular. there being widespread 
suspicion, since confirmed by historians like Charles A. 
Beard. George Morgetistem, and Charles C. Tansill, 
that American participation was surreptitiously en¬ 
gineered hy Roosevelt himself. Enthusiasm over a 
third World War is today wholly lacking. The Korean 
War, “declared" by Mr. Truman, is highly unpopular. 

Nevertheless if American were to be plunged into 
war in whatever manner, the entire American people, 
less the Communists and those who run with Commu¬ 
nists, would be a unit in desiring American victory, 
Hence there would be no possible occasion for the 
seizure of American cities hy American troops. Nor 
would such "seizure" be of any appreciable value as 
training for seizing cities in a foreign land, where con¬ 
ditions would be entirely different. It would appear 
to be at best n wholly idle movement and waste of time 
and of the taxpayers' money—at worst a conspiracy 
of a minority to get into training to seize control of 
the country and wreak vcngence on all dissenters. 

Let’s Make a Brief Survey 

All thoughtful Americans arc becoming more con¬ 
cerned over the military situation. We ended up World 
War II as the mightiest military, naval and air power 
in the world. From then on we have deteriorated by 
leaps and bounds. Our organized forces were shipped 
hack to America and demobilized at a rate even greater 
than was called for by the natural desire of "the hoys" 
to come home. 

Vast quantities of military materiel (estimated au¬ 
thoritatively at not less than 35 billion dollars)-wore 
wantonly destroyed—including tools,' jigs and dies. 

The diplomatic policy of the United States has built 
bp Soviet Russia as a vast military power. And many 
of the key men responsible still hold office. No 
wonder the Communists and their stooges and dupei 
detest Senator McCarthy, for he more than anybody 
else has thrown the light of day on What has taken 
place, 

Then in June 1950 Mr. Truman took us without con¬ 
stitutional authority into the Korean War. in which 
the Administration seems to consider the United States 
has surrendered its sovereignty to the United Nations, 
although the United States is doing 90 per cent Of the 
fighting and dying and putting up nearly 100 per cent 
of the money. 

Mr. Truman excitedly called for re-arming of the 
United States. Congress responded with heavy ap¬ 
propriations and with heavier taxes than during any 
year of World War II. A dispatch in the New York 
Herald Tribune of September 1st said that federal tax 
receipts for the fiscal year 1951 exceeded 56 billion 
dollars, and were nearly 65 billion for 1952. 

In view of all this, it would he expected that our 
defenses would today be in vastly improved condition. 
But such seems not to be the case. The New York 
Times of August 29th in a front-jxtge article sum¬ 
marized the report of the Senate sub-committee investi¬ 
gating the preparedness program. The committee 
frankly said that national safety was in danger Ixrcause 
of the present lag in production; that an all-out sur¬ 
prise attack by the enemy (meaning of course Soviet 


Russia) mfgbt let three of every four of its bombers 
get through our defense*. 

The report said that there sms oetnally a net loss m 
total air inventory between July I. 1950 and March 
31st of 1952. (On Sept. 8th, Secretary Finlettcr of the 
Air Force took issue with this statement.) In other 
words, in this important respect, and in spite of the 
billions taken from us by the Government in taxes, we 
are not as well off today as when we started two year* 
ago, The committee said: 

“In our opinion, no business organization would 
countenance the excuses and self-serving justifica¬ 
tions for either the unrealism of the schedules es- 
tablished or the inability to meet even the reduced 
schedules.” 

On August 23rd Henry H. Fowler, head of the Na¬ 
tional Production Authority and the Defense Produc¬ 
tion Administration, told the American Legion that 
- the United States had fallen down in its schedule to 
achieve a minimum level of armed readiness. Hesaid 
that although 128 billion dollars had been appropriated 
by Congress for military procurement and construc¬ 
tion, only 34 billion dollars’ worth had been completed 
after two years' time. 

The New York Times of August 25th summarized 
the report of the Senate Preparedness subcommittee 
that a construction "fiasco" promised to increase the 
cost of United States air bases. The committee as¬ 
sailed "indecision, confusion, squandering, loafing and 
drunkenness." 

- The H ew York Daily News of August 27th in a spe¬ 
cial article by Jerry Greene wrote that the NATO 
(North Atlantic Treaty Organization) original goals 
were far from achieved. The headline described NATO 
as "a fizzle." Mr. Greene said: ‘‘In some Pentagon 
quarters, 'there is the feeling that the U. S. might as 
well write off the idea of keeping any troops in Europe 
and get them out while possible, or else send substan¬ 
tial reinforcements, in a hurry. Trouble is. there aren't 
any available." 

He went on to add that in event of war at least 
20,(WO GIs would be required just to evacuate the de¬ 
pendents and civilian employees from the United 
Slates zone in Germany. 

Looks Like a Conspiracy 

American foreign policy has been almost wholly 
disastrous ever since the end of the war. The Adminis¬ 
tration has been |k»i ring our money into the hands of 
nations like Britain, France, Yugoslavia, Israel and 
others, though it is far from sure that in an emergency 
those nations would be of any value to us. 

On tlte other hand, the Administration has refused 
adequate help to Chiang Kai-shek—has indeed bottled 
up his army and forbade him to attack the Chinese 
mainland or even to help us in Korea. And the hostile 
attitude of the Administration toward Spain, the only 
country that has ever defeated Communism in open 
war, continues—in sjiite of the fact that Congress has 
voted substantial sums of money as loans to Spain. In 
other words, we seem to be aiding our cnenu’es and 
refusing help to our friends. 



An AP dispatch from Jerusalem (New York Doily 
News of August 11, 1952) said that the U. S. Ambas¬ 
sador and the Israeli Foreign Minister had signed an 
agreement whereby the United Suites guaranteed that 
private American investors in Israel's industrial and 
agricultural development will get their money back 
in dollars. 

While speaking of "guarantees," there is just one 
guarantee the American people want under all cir¬ 
cumstances, namely, the continued liberty and inde¬ 
pendence of the American people. 

That guarantee they seem not to have. 

Instead we find this mysterious scheme to seize 
American cities and put us all under martial law, 
abolishing all civil government and taking away even 
the arms of our militia and state police,- and presumably 
tile weapons of civilians. Tills takiug away of arms has 
always been a prelude to Communist atrocities in 
countries that have come under Communist sway. 

All this suggests there is a force working behind the 
scenes and calling the moves, and that when the right 
moment comes, this crowd will cause our Armed Servr 
ices to seize American cities for the purpose of liqui¬ 
dating all dissenters. 

One could laugh at it, but in fact it smells to Heaven I 

We have come to think of Communism as the one 
great danger of our times. It certainly is a great evil 
a nd Am ericans arc becoming more aware of it. 

llut the r,.ar~mnl 1TB»I vly~fm*huLir Tl ** 

real danger is from any minority gTOup that threatens 
to enslave the American people. It makes little differ¬ 
ence to us as Americans who is to enslave us. It is the 
slavery we object to, whoever the authors may be and 
by whatever name they call themselves or the status 
to which they would degrade us. 

A reckless Communist-flirting Administration is scat¬ 
tering American troops all over the world. It Is com¬ 
mitting American resources in every direction. Many 
of its operations are honeycombed with graft and cor¬ 
ruption. It is taking away large parts of the fortunes 
of deceased Americans, and is building up multi-mil¬ 


lionaires in countries like Italy, France, Holland and 
Germany. 

Meanwhile, inhabitants of certain American cities 
are being annoyed and scored by suspicious seizures. 

Abraham Lincoln said, "If this nation is ever de¬ 
stroyed, it will be from within, not from without."

And HERSHEY is a liar by 
omission, too, because what HERSHEY is not telling us is that ihese 
unwilling soldiers, once they push off from these shores, have lost 
all their remaining rights as American citizens and are at the

"Action Outline for National Patrick Henry Organization, Inc. 

"1» Fight the Jew. 

"(a) We know that some Jews try honestly to 
be Americans. Let ua not add a drop to the bitter cup which 
the Organized Jews have forced upon the Innocent Jews. Let 
these proceed in peace. 

"(b) The remaining 99$ of American Jews have 
formed themselves into a conspiratorial network of criss-cross¬ 
ing Societies and Leagues and with this net they aspire to en¬ 
tangle and render helpless this nation called the U.S.A. and 
it's population. Led by the Jew Eisenhower Organized Jews 
are trying to deliver up this nation to a Jewish World Govern¬ 
ment. Those Americana who do not want to be delivered up to 
a World Government will have to cut their way out of this net¬ 
work before it is pulled up so tight they can't lift a hand. 

"To those Americans with guts enough to try to 
fight their way out, let me say: Fight the JewJ Fight him 
In politics where he centralizes the power in order to control 
It, fight him in religion where he seduces the clergy, re¬ 
writes the Bible and reorganizes the churches. Fight him in 
the schools where he substitutes brainwashing for instruction, 
fight him in the press and radio where he suppresses facts and 
stampedes the masses with conflicting lies. Fight him in 
Agriculture where he bribes the Farmers into helplessness, 
fight him In the cities where he herds the people into Federal 
hutches and feeds them like rabbits on the surpluses he bribed 
the farmers to produce. Fight Mm in labor! where he boasts 
he has built a power greater than government, fight him in 
industry where he creates shortages, gives surpluses to his 
overseas friends, creates phony panic and faints in the arms 
of the Government whenever possible.

"3. Fight the UN and all attempts at foreign dom¬ 
ination. The White House Jews topped by the Jew, Eisenhower 
seek to deliver us up to World Government. The Brlcker Amen¬ 
dment tried to block one road to this goal, betrayal by treaty, 
but Organized Jews with one voice, and that a voice of brass, 
demanded the death of the Brlcker Amendment so our Senate 
meekly complied. Why should we trus"t this frail Jew-ridden 
Congress of ours?

If the famous 
and much abused Brlcker Amendment were already part of our 
Constitution the Jews couldn't get very far with these oeals 
because they couldn't ship drafted slaves out of the country.

"Do not presume to say that the name "tyrants" is rot 
for you just because two of your number Nixon and Eisenhower, 
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were brought to power in the normal way, by election. The 
two of you won election by false pretences, by appearing to 
be something other than what you really are. Most of the 
rest of you wore never elected to any office and are just 
shadowy strangers to us, the people. You all took your places 
in this Jewish holltburo as the result of a prearrangement 
in which we had no part and which we could not understand 
anyway. By this means you have usurped the power of govern¬ 
ment and 30 you have earned the title of tyrants. 

"You, RICHARD MILHOUS N XON, have Informed us that It 
may be necessary for American drafted slave soldiers to go 
and l'ight in Indo China. The mere fact that this announce¬ 
ment was openly called a "trial balloon" is enough for us. 

Oh, wo can hear them all now, your press, your radio and 
your pollsters. You will tell us that their barometers shot 
up so hight they busted the glass. You will toll us that 
the needle on the Official Opiniomometer snapped over against 
the pin so hard that it bent ard you had to throw it away. 

You will tell us that the White House was 3nowod under by 
telegrams btseeching you not to let Viet Nam fall to the 
godless Reds lest every American tremble in fear of being 
next, - a worthy emotion, to be sure.

"To the Tyrants Upon the Launching of a Trial Balloon 

"Do not presume to say that the name 'tyrants' is 
not for you Just because two of your number, Nixon and 
Eisenhower, were brought to power in the normal way, by election. 
The two of you won election by false pretences, by appearing 
to be something other than what you really are. Most of the 
rest of you were never elected to any office and are Just 
shadowy strangers to us, the people. You all took your places 
in this Jewish Politburo as the result of a prearrangement in 
which we had no part and which we could not understand anyway. 

By this means you have usurped the power of government and so 
you have earned the title of tyrants. 
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"You, Richard Milhous Nixon, have informed us that 
It may be necessary for American drafted slave soldiers to 
go and fight in Indo China. The mere fact that this 
announcement was openly called a 'trial balloon' is enough 
for us. Oh, we can hear them all now, your press, your radio 
and your pollsters. You will tell us that their barometers 
shot up so high they busted the glass. You will tell us that 
the needle on the Official opiniomometer snapped over against 
the pin so hard that it bent and you had to throw it away. 

You will tell us that the White House was snowed under by 
telegrams beseeching you not to let Viet Ham fall to the 
godless Reds lest every American tremble ^n fear of being next, 

- a worthy emotion, to be sure. 

"By such tumult you hope to hide the crux of this 
decision which you are pretending to let us make. You haven't 
got the right to send us, any of us, even one of us, to Indo 

China against his will. Even if you could prove that ninety 

nine per cent of the American people are panting with eagerness 

to go to war in Indo China, even if you could prove that Indo 
China could be saved the same way that Korea was lost, even 
if you could prove that the fall of Indo China would be followed 
by an attack on the United States the next day, even if you 
could prove that the United States would gain great material 
benefits by saving Indo China, even if you could prove that the 
Indo Chinamen wanted us to save them, even if you could prove 
all these things and more, too, whloh you cannot, you still 
haven't got the right to send a single draftee, or a single 
forced laborer or a single involuntary volunteer to Indo China 
or anywhere else. That right was specifically reserved to 
Congress in the Constitution. The Executive branch of the 
government is definitely transgressing when it arrogates to 
itself the right to involve even one American citizen in any 
kind of belligerent action, however evasively it may be 
described. You know that, Nixon, and all the rest of you 
Jewish vultures, perching all over the Government bufldings 
in Washington, you all know it too, but you are sending up 
a 'trial balloon' to see if WE know it. 

"Well, we do hnow it and now we just want to see if 
you are going to try to make ua go to Indo China. Already 
you have begun to back down. Ike says he is 'unalterably 
opposed' to it, Wilson saya 'it won't be necessary', Nixon 
says It was a Hypothetical Question. But that's not the point. 
Whether Ike is for it or against it, thether Wilson finds it 
necessary or not, you still have no rTght to take part in that 
war or any other war. That right Is stLll ours even if many of 
us do not know it. 
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"We were children when we let the Jews with 
Truman send ua to war In Korea. We liked the spunky old 
patriot Rhee and didn't want to see him sacrificed. But 
then we saw the Government Jewa with Truman deliberately 
throw the Korean war and punish MacArthur and Van Fleet for 
trying to win It. Then we saw the same Jews, with Eisenhower 
now, send the Jew General Mark Clark In to make a deal with 
the 'enemy'. We saw you all winking slyly to Red China and 
we grew up fast. We grew up overnight and now we wee how 
all these governments are run by Jewish polltvuros Just the 
way yours Is and how you make deals with each other, In 
which the people do not share, but from which the people 
are allowed to derive all the suffering. Like these other 
Jewish polltburos which are higher than governments, you, 
Nixon and your colleagues keep aloof from the suffering but 
feel free to dispatch fifty, a hundred, two hundred thousand 
Americans to some place on the other side of the world to 
protect some source of tungsten or tin. You have no right 
to assure each other solemnly that YOU can afford to lose 
fifty thousand of US for this or that Indispensable asset. 

We are not yours to spend, or lend or give away. Those of 
us which you have bought even, are not your property because 
they did not know what they were selling. The rest of us are 
free Americans and never were for sale and you will lay lands 
on us and our children at your own risk. We aren't going 
to Indo China to fight tyrants, we choose to stay home and 
fight the tyrants already on our own soil and if you have 
30 ld us out to the Red Chinese already we'll be right here 
to meet them or any other MarxlBt-minded bo and so who dares 
set foot on our land. So you can quit sending up trial 
balloons Nixon and go fly a kite.

"Let Them Guard Their Own 

"So you think animals are nice, do you? Perhaps 
you think that animals are nicer than people. You may even 
believe that animals are better than people, morally and 
spiritually. Well, you're right! There Is no beast of 
forest that won't fight to the death against any enemy to 
keep its young from b^ig snatched away from it. But American 
parents bow their heads meekly while the Blue Communist High 
priests call for batches of American boys a3 the High Priests 
of ancient tyrants called for human sacrifices to stave off 
each new 'emergency'.

In the past you authoritarians 
have pshawed draft evasion as communist agitation but this 
present statement ran in all the smallest rural weeklies 
and that fact reveals your trouble. You are faced with real 
defiance by 3trong-minded citizens in every part of this 
nation especially in small towns. You can not face this 
massive questioning of your authority as it could endanger 
the maniacal overseas program of the leaders who gave you 
this authority so you are trying to nip this defiance before 
it gets you. 

"In your overweening statement, which reminds us 
of the kind of promulgations Issued by the characters which 
attained military authority under George III, this sentence 
takes the cake, chocolate frosting and all: 'He (the deferred 
registrant) certainly must not take his deferment as an 
encouragement to make future plans which Ignore the obligation 
for service.' What you mean is that nobody ought to make 
ho plans nohow and never, because the Leaders are working toward 
the Barney Baruch-Anna Rosenberg plan of total conscription 
without age limits either upper or lower. We would be in it 
all over row if we had Bhowed any enthusiasm for it. We did 
not, and now Americans are beginlng to point out the Illegality 
of the draft In peace time. 
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"You and the other authoritarians argue that this 
draft is legal because congress passed it. The fact that a 
cowardly and Jew-ridden Congress allowed this horrifying 
injustice to be whipped through does not make it legal. Another 
rubber stamp Congress passed the NRA overwhelmingly but the 
very first court test, the famous Sick Chicken Case knocked 
the Blue Eagle ofr its perch Just as the very first court 
case would retire you to the candy Jar. The human lampreys, 
who need this monthly sacrifice of men and boys, know this, 
so whenever anybody starts to 'make trouble' over the draft 
the army trouble shooters ruBh In with fa .r words and lollipops 
for all hands, to hush it up and keep the word from spreading, 
because once it gets to the point where an open court test 
cannot be avoided they will be all done and they know it. 

"In attempting to defend your career and the existence 
of your own peculiar institution, you presume to say 'Induction 
will be a continuous process each year, so long as present 
world conditions continue.' You are mixing up cause and effect. 
Which came first, the sick chicken or the egg, and egg which 
would pass no test for quality, an egg which is going to blow 
right up in your face one of these days while you are trying 
to sell it to us, the American people. Speaking as the pitch¬ 
man for this unclean thing, you can ramble on about how 
American citizens have got to be shipped out of the country 
to serve under the foreign UN flag in every part of the Old 
World because conditions are not quite ideal there and we have 
got the 'obligation' to aake them ideal. Even supposing it 
was our duty as you and Eisenhower say it is, to keep pounding 
sand into every rat hole in the world, are these spots of 
uneasiness really helped by the presence of hordes of bored 
Americans under political generals or, on the contrary, as 
it seems to so many of us, do they tend to produce more uneasy 
spots which give you the excuse to dispatch more Jewish fixers 
and political generals at the head of divisions of more angry 
American exiles? Americans, young, old and middle-aged are 
looking at the areas 'under control' and find these 'world 
conditions' self aggravating and self perpetuating. The 
international policy makers cheerfully admit that stability 
is nowhere in sight and not even in mind. Americans, Gen. 
Hershey, are not dumb enough or docile enough, to take this 
program of world-police duty seriously enough to contribute 
our kids to it. The whole thing smells Just like those 
population-transfer projects the Jews have tried in every 
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other country. It is a kind of a pale little compliment 
to us that only in America did they feel they had to make 
It look plausible. But flattery will not be enough to make 
us accept conscription and the deception of urgency is 
wearing thin, so in reply to your sneering question, 'Now, 

Mr. Deferred, when do you want to go?' the answer from Mr. 
Deferred is more and more often, 'I don't aim to go. General, 

I DON'T AIM TO GO'.

The enclosed long and unsigned screed, with its 
inserted appeal to write to Senator Aiken, was addressed 
to me^apparently in my capacity as a private citizen of 
Vermont. My home address, to which I am returning within 
a few weeks,is Orwell, Vermont. 


This paper may or may not be of interest to you. 
Without knowing anything of the subject woman's case, there < 
are several features about this piece of literature which, 
to me, give food Tor thought. In the first place, it starts 
out by purporting to be antl-communletlc, yet it develops 
into a venomous attack on the Selective Service Act (see 
paragraphs marked by me in red), which is distinctly sub¬ 
versive and following the "party" line. In the second place, 
I cannot but wonder from what eouree the clerical and postal 
expense involved is being financed, and why, although dated 
Bethel, Vermont, Feb. 27, it was actually mailed fTrom 
Loe Angeles, Cal .

IMPRISONMENT ITHOUT TRIAL IN VERMONT 


Bethel, Vermont, 
Pels. 27, 1B55. 

Dear Friendr I want to thank you on behalf of my wife, Lucille 
Miller, for your requt, t for Information about her activities lead¬ 
ing up to her recent court appearance. As you doubtless know she is 
now confined in Brattleboro retreat for an extended series of "ex¬ 
aminations," so I am afraid she would not be encouraged to give you 
much Information. However, I will try to do it for her. 

The story really starts back in the thirties, before we were 
married, when Lucille used to spend her summers at her mother's cot¬ 
tage In Randolph Center, Vt. Also spending their summers there was 
a fairly large group of people which numbered among Its members, Lee 
Pressman, Nathan '7itt, John Abt, Marlon Baohrach and others who be¬ 
longed to this oolony. Their Ideological leader was a returned nar 
tlve who recognized In Lucille a brilliant mind and a crusading 
spirit, so he and his wife made a point of discussing Ideology with 
her for hours on end. This was not labeled Communism but was clearly 
International Marxist Socialism. 

Well, along about that time we were married and she oome to 
Bethel to live, and then -he war, and we didn't give much thought to 
the Randolph Center Communists until the mld-fortlea when the machina¬ 
tions of the Communists In our government began to show up. Then 
Lucille began to be disturbed at the Influence of the local Communist 
groups on purely local affairs. They made proteges Of young people 
who showed "liberal” tendencies and spoon-fed them on more or less 
diluted Communist theory and helped them to gain local honors and 
offices by lending them some of the prestige of their own nationally 
famous personalities. She tried to talk to the looal people and per¬ 
suade them not to allow the Communists to have so much Influence, 
but most natives hotly denied that any of these new-comers were Com¬ 
munists beoause they were very charming and Ingratiating, When Owen 
Lattimore came to town to live with Vlljalmur Stofansson and the local 
folks swooned all over him, it was too muoh for Lucille to taka, and 
she went to work on Westbrook Pegler to give our situation some cover¬ 
age. In the summer of 195H Senator McCarthy and the Hearst papers 
blew It open simultaneously. 

The reaction of the "liberal” newspapers In Vermont - which In¬ 
cludes practically all of them - was hard to understand at the time. 
Why were the papers which were so eloquent In the defense of Alger 
Hiss so denunciatory In their remarks about an obscure young woman 
who had made available to the larger public. Information which she had 
carefully observed over a period of years. V, hv did they have so much 
to say about "rumor mangers," ’Vicious gossips, 1 ' "persons with warped 
minds," "un-Chrlstlan and un-American actions?" Even though events of 
the past few years have demonstrated that she had been correct In 
every detail, the "liberal" elements In the State - and country for 
that matter - have never relented a bit. The social pressure was 
terrific. Almost wlthou- < <ceptlon, the attitude of people of promi¬ 
nence was that there wasn't a word of truth In anything she had said, 
and that even If there was, she had committed a disservice to the 
State and community that one person could never live down. 

For the next couple of years the pot simmered on the back of 
the stove. Lucille had made the acquaintance of a lot of antl-Commun- 
Ists all over the oountry through the 1950 expose and she continued to 
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write to them and contlnu->d to make more contacts. She also wrote 
letters to the papers condemning such things as the appointment of the 
Communist Anna Rosenberg as Asst. Sec. of Defense, etc. The papers 
never printed them but It kept them aware that she was still In busi¬ 
ness, Then In 1952 as the presidential campaign started she wrote 
some letters to the papers pointing out that the extreme left-wing 
pro-Communlst elements had thrown all of their strength behind Elsen¬ 
hower and that a number of the newspapers of the State were owned and 
controlled by people whose love for Communists was exoeeded only by 
their hatred for antl-Communlsts. These letters were published In 
several papers together with sanctimonious editorials crying for some 
notion to be taken against this "un-Chrlstlan," "un-American" woman 
who thought such "distorted" thoughts. A few days later Federal Judge 
Gibson called for a Grand Jury "investigation" of Communism In Vermont. 
Gibson had for some years been the leader of the "liberal" pro-Commu¬ 
nlst element in Vermont and was so recognized by President Truman when 
he suddenly appointed Gibson to the office of Federal Judge, to fill a 
long standing vacancy, at the exact time that great pressure was being 
brought to transfer the second trial of Alger Hiss to Vermont, evident¬ 
ly with the thought that If anybody could rig a "trial" that would set 
Hiss free, Gibson wss the man. At ten In the morning of the day that 
the Grand Jury was announced In the papers, a Federal Marshall came to 
the door with a subpoena ordering Lucille to come to Burlington and be 
examined by the Grand Jury, not In a couple of days or even In one day 
but at two o'clock that very afternoon. Very evidently Gibson was not 
after Information as It certainly would take some time to prepare ma¬ 
terial to testify on such a complex subject. Gibson had learned hla 
Marxist technique well — strike suddenly and try to make the victim 
say something lnorlmlnat*or ridiculous before they recover from the 
initial shook. But It didn't work this time because Lucille Ignored 
the subpoena. But she knew that Gibson would strike back, so she sat 
down and wrote a long resume of her observations about Communism in 
Vermont, so she was prepared when the Marshall showed up a few days 
later with a warrant for her arrest. She read her statement to the 
Grand Jury and after she left the Grand Jury room, the gentleman who 
was then Dlst. Atty. complemented her on a masterly piece of writing. 
Gibson felt that his position wasn't strong enough to send her to Jail 
for contempt of court, so he dismissed her. Since then she has jibed 
him many times about this and also his Alger Hiss rescue mission. 

It wasn't long after that when she began sending out mimeo¬ 
graphed pamphlets dealing mostly with the undermining of our Constitu¬ 
tional Republic by international socialistic forces. One of our prin¬ 
cipal subjects was the unconstitutionally of the Selective Service 
Act. Almost everybody accepted the draft without question during 
World War II but as time went on and the draft was renewed again and 
again and our Involuntary soldiers continued to be sent Into "the hell¬ 
holes of the world, we wondered If the people were never going to In¬ 
sist that the Constitution means what It says In plain English. The 
Thirteenth Amendment says In part, "Neither slavery nor Involuntary 
servitude ... shall exist within the United States, or any place sub¬ 
ject to their Jurisdiction." Clearly a young man who Is obliged to 
enter the armed services against his will Is in a condition of Involun¬ 
tary servitude and his constitutional rights are being violated. After 
we had tried for a long time to persuade somebody of wealth and 
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• Influence to make a oourt teat of the draft, Lucille said, "I’ll do 
It myself - anyway Its time somebody tried the Constitution out to 
see If It still works to protect small people the way It was origi¬ 
nally Intended, or If you ave to be a big shot with a half-million 
dollar defense fund," So she started writing to every young man who 
had appealed his draft status. She notified Gibson end V/hltoomb of 
this, knowing that if they did anything, that eventually they would 
have to place her on trial before a Jury ns provided by the Constltu- 
!, tlon, and she was perfectly willing to gamble that Gibson would not 
be eble to assemble a Jury which would hold that the Constitution 
means something different than what it obviously is Intended to mean. 

! Gibson, of course, has to keep this case from ever reaching a 

I jury because the use of slave troops has bean accepted by our top ad¬ 
ministration leaders as a necessary Instrument of national policy, 

I regardless of tha fact that It Is forbidden by the Constitution. On 
j the other hand, he must stop Lucille from bringing the uneonstitutlon- 
| al nature of the draft 7-rw to the public's attention and the Creen 
Mountain Rifleman is reaching a lot of people all over the country. 

So the Marshall calls again. "Put on your coat and come," 
are the orders. This time Gibson had read a little farther in his 
textbook on Totalitarian Techniques. This time he not only struck 
suddenly but he sent hla victim to an Insane asylum without a trial. 
Hitler went far using that method. HlS excuse was a section of the 
U. S. Code which allows the Judge to send a prisoner to a mental in¬ 
stitution for an examination to see if he Is sane enough to understand 
the nature of the charges and to assist In his own defense. The man¬ 
agement at Brattleboro soys , that It will take about six weeks to make 
this "examination." To most of us, to be locked up for a prolonged 
period with a bunoh of mentally deranged unfortunates without any 
trial, would be quite a punishment In Itself. Perhaps you remember 
that Blair and Demay, the Weatherup killers, were sent to Waterbury 
for sanity tests and wer“ '.here for only a few days and then were sent 
back to be tried for thel. lives. It seems strange that It takes so 
much longer to find out If Lucille understands the charges against 
her. Could it be that they hope that sometime during the six weeks 
she will have a touch of home-sickness and then they can call her a 
manic depressive and a dangerous person to be at large? 

Luollle seems very composed and ready to take anything they 
can dish out. She knows that there are many people who recognize her 
for the courageous patriot that she Is and the blood of her Revolu¬ 
tionary War ancestors is too strong In her veins for her to be dis¬ 
mayed at any odds.

My dear Goodwin: 

Assembly Bills 1158, 1159 and 3300, now under consideration by the Legis¬ 
lature, constitute in my opinion an insidious but nevertheless most serious 
threat to the fundamentals upon which our system of representative govern¬ 
ment rests. It is therefore respectfully urged that you veto any or all of 
these measures should they reach your desk. 

My reasons for tins recommendation will be presented under the following 
headings: (1) Basic philosophy of the mental health proposals; (2) Sponsor¬ 
ship; (3) The sinister pattern; (4) Evil potential; and, finally, there will 
be presented tho»only real and lasting solution to the problem these measures 
ostensibly seek to solve. 

(1) Basic philosophy. Superficially, A. B. 1159 in Us opening paragraph 
is innocent enough and directs attention to the obvious and well-known fact 
that there are individuals suffering with psychiatric and allied disorders that 
require care and treatment in mental or correctional institutions. With dis¬ 
arming naivete, the customary Up service is paid to voluntary institutions 
and measures, but the stated purpose of the bill is to encourage and to assist 
financially local governments in the establishment of preventive, rehabilita¬ 
tive, and treatment services in the field of mental health. 

This stated purpose rests upon a fundamental implied denial that voluntary 
and private services have been in any manner available, and a further denial 
that voluntary methods are capable of expanding to meet the great and unmet 
requirements said to exist. This is directly contrary to fact. It is, further¬ 
more, a partially concealed but nevertheless specific assertion of the collec¬ 
tivist thesis that the individual is utterly incapable of assuming responsibility 
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for himself, and must at all times be encouraged to look to government for 
guidance and sustenance in each and every phase of his life. 

(2) Sponsorship . The campaign to force adoption of these measures is un¬ 
usually well financed and energetically and cleverly directed. The voluminous 
literature and the public releases appearing in the press contain the names of 
many individuals whose interest in and activities on behalf of laudable civic 
ventures over the years have been unquestionably sincere. But, appearing 
always and recurrently in this sponsorship are the names of individuals and 
organizations whose efforts have always been directed to the erosion of indi¬ 
vidual rights and responsibilities and the ultimate transfer of those rights to 

a world super-state of which your America and mine is to be just another minor 
province. 

(3) The Sinister pattern'. 7 - An w?e-berg presents only ane-tesik of its deadly 
mass above the ocean's surface. Hitler's factory worker, believing he was 
engaged in making parts for baby carriages, secretly assembled those parts 
in his home and found that they made a perfect machine gun. So it is with 
these mental health proposals; the most significant aspects do not appear in the 
carefully-precise legal phraseology, but are to be found in the hidden implica¬ 
tions and in the occasional and seemingly innocuous paragraph. One such par¬ 
ticularly dangerous and obnoxious paragraph is Section 5054 of A. B. 3300, 
under which the court may at his descretion conduct a hearing with or without 
the presence of the alleged mentally ill person or his relatives or friends. 
Section 7556 dealing with the commitment of seniles is written in such a manner 
as to be vague and to permit under certain circumstances the abrogation or dis¬ 
regard of the individual's rights to a formal hearing before commitment. 

As a former judge of the Superior Court of Los Angeles County with a record 
of which you may justifiably be proud, you have no doubt been very much con¬ 
cerned with these attempts to by-pass due process of law under the pretext of 
sparing the individual patient the annoyance and embarrassment of a court 
appearance. Doubtless you have been following most carefully the case of 
Mrs. Lucille Miller, the wife of Justice of the Peace Miller of Bethel, Vermont, 

Because this good American citizen believes and has stated publicly that the 

Selective Service Act violates the Thirteenth Amendment to the Constitution,_ 

that prohibiting involuntary servitude; and because she believes and has stated 
publicly, as have many prominent and well-qualified military men, that a 
strong army of well-paid volunteers would be much more effective in our 
country's defense, she was charged with eighteen counts of attempting to ob¬ 
struct the draft law. Instead of being allowed to defend herself in open court 
against these charges, she was sent to a mental institution by the federal judge 
under a peculiar federal regulation which permits a judge to incarcerate an 
individual under the pretext of determining whether or not he is mentally com¬ 
petent to understand the criminal charges against him. Obviously, the U.S. 
Attorney must have felt his case against Mrs. Miller was not too strong, and 
this other means was taken to discipline and silence her. In a telephone conver¬ 
sation with the Attorney General of Vermont, the essential facts as herein out¬ 
lined were confirmed. Westbrook Pegler's column appearing in the Los Angeles 
Examiner of May 13th elaborates this case. 

Section 5054 of A. B. 3300 would permit similar action in California cases under 
the proposed mental health program. 
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This sinister pattern becomes more evident when certain tacts in the history 
of our educational system are considered. In 1897, the late John Dewey first 
appeared on the propaganda scene with a publication entitled "My Credo." In 
this little opus, carefully concealed with much gobbledygook, there is to be 
found the basic emphasis upon the group as the essential unit in society, and 
the emphasis upon teaching the child to reject and deny responsibility for him¬ 
self and to transfer that responsibility to the group. This thesis and its con¬ 
comitant philosophy of pragmatism so ably and effectively taught by William 
James, has been elaborated and expanded over the years until now the pro¬ 
gressive educationist with his pernicious educational theories and practices 
based thereon is found infesting our public and private schools of every grade 
and kind. The ultimate of this philosophy is of course achieved in the com¬ 
pletely totalitarian regime in which the individual becomes just another face- 
les_s, spineless, characterless robot, bred, sustained and conditioned for the 
sole purpose of glorifying the state. Fantastic? Yes, but entirely demonstrable 
on the record. 

One of the patron saints and guiding geniuses of this program, of mass psychology 
is the British philosopher, Bertrand Russell, world-renowned atheist, and one 
of six similar individuals appointed by UNESCO to rewrite the History of the 
World at the cost of some $500, 000 dollars, most of which will of course be 
paid by the American tax-payer and the product of which will be slanted to destroy 
the economic system by which these funds were produced. Our collectivists and 
their educationist cohorts, not satisfied with having all but completely destroyed 
the individual’s understanding of and his will to defend his God-given rights as 
guaranteed under our Constitution, have become impatient and now turn to the 
field of mental health as a means to effect the coup de grace. 

Quoting from Russell's book entitled, "The Impact of Science on Society" 
published in 1953, this statement is particularly revealing: 

"Fichte laid it down that education should aim at destroying free will, so that 
after pupils have left school, they shall be incapable . . . throughout the rest of 
their lives, of thinking or acting otherwise than as their schoolmasters would 
have wished. But in his day this was an unattainable idea; what he regarded as 
the best system in existence produced Karl Marx. In future such failures are 
hot likely'to occur where there is dictatorship. Dret-,—injections and- injunctions 
will combine from a very early age to produce the sort of character and the sort 
of beliefs that the authorities consider desirable, and any serious criticism of 
the powers that be will become pshychologically impossible. Even if all are 
miserable, all will believe themselves happy, because the government will tell 
them that they are so. " 

As you attorneys are so fond of saying, "Res ipsa loquitur -- the thing speaks 
for itself. " 

(4) The Evil Potential. Now, go with me a step further into what at first 
blush may indeed seem to be fantastic, but which again is demonstrable on the 
record. 

When Herbert A. Philbrick was in Los Angeles recently, he was quoted as 
stressing that Soviet psychiatry is the psychiatry of Pavlov, upon whose original 
work on dogs the theory of the conditioned reflex is based. This conditioned re¬ 
flex is the principle underlying all of the procedures employed by the Soviets in 
their brain washing techniques. Under its skillful and diabolical use, the human 
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mind can be and has been in countless instances so altered as completely to 
transform the concepts previously held and to prepare the individual so 
treated for the docile acceptance of all manner of authoritarian control. 

In a book entitled, "Conditioned Reflex Therapy", by Andrew Salter, published 
in 1949 by the Creative Age Press, individual free will, freedom of choice, and, 
of course, individual responsibility are categorically denied in these words: 

"We are meat in which habits have taken up residence. We are a result of the 
way other people have acted to us. We are the reactions. Having conditioned 
reflexes means carrying about pieces of past realities. ... We think with our 
habits, and our emotional training determines o lr thinking. Where there is a 
conditioned reflex, there is no free will. Our 'will power' is dependent on our 
previously learned reflexes." 

I do not charge because I cannot prove, but it is my opinion that some of the 

) hard-core sponsors of this mental health program see in it a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity to subject the recalcitrant individualist who still Insists upon the dignity, 
worth and respect of every human individual to a type of "rehabilitative mental 
therapy" to the end revealed by the quotation from Bertrand Russell above. 
Again, there is no limit to what a skillful hyponotist might do were he given 
repeated opportunities to ply his trade on the mind of an individual incarcerated 
under Section 5054 of A.B. 3300 without benefit of legal hearing, and without 
the protective requirement that he be at all times represented by legal counsel. 

Again, under consideration of the evil potential involved, recall the attitude of 
our Soviet friends on the subject of sex education and practices, and note how 
far our progressive educationists have followed this pernicious philosophy in 
the American public school class room. The Soviets have used the bait of un¬ 
limited promiscuity and complete sexual irresponsibility to attract their youth 
to the overall program of the totalitarian state. Similarly, we have made 
pornographic literature available to our youngsters as early as in the Junior 
High School, and have encouraged by inference at least early personal experi¬ 
mentation. Thus, the age-old pattern of the collectivist once more emerges 
in his destruction of individual morality and his insistence that the individual 
is not responsible for his acts. John Dewey believed, and many of his follow- 
- era continue to teach that there are no such entities as changeLess, fundamental 
moral law6, that each circumstance is a law unto itself. John Dewey denied 
the existence of God. Certainly, the people of California will be interested to 
learn that the program of mental health so nicely fashioned for them by their 
self-appointed masters denies the fundamentals of God-given rights upon which 
our founding fathers fashioned this republic. 

These little men and women with little ideas seeking to reduce us all to the 
common level of bare subsistence, which is always the ultimate result of the 
collectivist philosophy when in full bloom, resemble nothing quite so much as 
the ant in its point of view. Crawling on the ground, and directing its percep¬ 
tive powers downward, the ant is unaware of the existence of a beautiful sunset, 
the uplifting power of a rainbow or the grandeur of Mount Hood. Seeking to 
arrogate unto themselves the power of God in the direction of the affairs of 
men, they at once deny that man has any more value than the 98 cents worth 
of chemicals of which his physical body is composed. 
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And, finally, there is a real and dependable answer to the problem which 
these proposals ostensibly seek to solve. This is the philosophy of modern 
individualism and the free market society based upon it. It is not for one 
moment contended that the social, economic and political structures erected 
upon individual dignity, individual responsibility and individual freedom are 
or ever have been perfect. But it is a plain, simple and irrefutable matter 
of historic fact that only in those societies in which government intervention 
has been most nearly restricted to the protection of the individual against the 
predatory acts of his fellows -- that is, the exercise of the police power -- 
has there been even a remote approach to that abundance of goods and services 
available to everyone living within the economy which could be considered ideal. 
Conversely, those societies in which government has been absolute, have always 
been plagued with poverty and human misery. 

To a greater extent than has ever before been the case in man's history we here 
and now have within our very hands the means to achieve the idealist's dream, 
that is, the abolition of poverty. With the modern techniques of automation as 
applied to the production and distribution of goods and services the only possible 
barrier to that ideal state will be our stupidity in permitting the age-old fallacies 
of governmental intervention to thwart us. 

On the record, voluntaryism in medicine has achieved in America the goal which 
is not even approached in any other country. There is in this country today 
available to everyone who requires It a high grade of medical care at a prLce he 
can afford to pay, whether that price be a high fee, a low fee, or no fee at all. 

To be sure, the individual must make some effort to take advantage of that care. 
Admittedly, the circumstances in some of the public clinics are not all that 
could be desired, but the medical profession is giving freely and without recom¬ 
pense of its services to the indigent sick, and is using every effort to improve 
the surroundings and circumstances in which this care is rendered. 

Similarly, it may be granted that there are areas in the treatment and care of 
mental disorders that should and can be improved. Most certainly, that im¬ 
provement can and will be better and more speedily achieved under voluntary 
methods than by resorting to a mechanism that can only hasten the disintegra¬ 
tion of the one society that was founded upon respect for the individual and the 
insistence that he ti'n^v'er expendable. - —_ - — . — - ———

May 1955 
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TUESDAY AfTERNOON, Hay 2, at i, FM a telegram was received by a good patriot in 
Hollywood asking that she come to the rescue of a woman in Vermont whoee husband 
was holding officers at bay with a gun to keep them from forcibly taking her 
from her home. 

ATTENTION WAS DRAWN to the ceee a few weeks ago by the MONTROSE LEDGER, 3700 Ocean 
View, Montrose, by an article which was enclosed in our last months bulletin 
entitled "ARE YOU MENTALLY ILL?" Facts were brought out regarding the three mental 
health bills which were In coianittee at that time. The article spoke of "the 
clenched fiBt beating on the door at midnight, the swift, brisk visit of the 
secret police, the hasty departure of a “former citizen," the vacant windows of 
a house that stare out at the street from whence a home once stood." The article 
le dated March 31, 1955. 

It continues: "Today, in Vermont, an insane asylum has Just released a woman who 
was made an inmate without due process of the law. According to reports from the 
Green Mountain State, she decided to bring about a test case on the constitution¬ 
ality of the draft law." 

XT WAS THE FIRST TIME most of us had even heard of the woman in the case. She is 
described as being an "anti-communist who has a small newspaper In Bethel,Vermont" 
end her name iB Mrs. Lucille Miller. Her husband, we have since learned is Mr. 
Manuel Miller, a Justice of the Peace. The Chicago Tribune describes her as the 
daughter of a Chicago lawyer and a student at the Art Institute. 

CALIFORNIANS' ATTENTION IMMEDIATELY were centered on the three billo before the 
Assembly which is asking for just that power, AND EVEN MORS. The bills ask, in 
words that remind us of all the horrore of Germany and Russia, that Mental Health 
counselors be given the power over Americans the MVD has in Russia today. Amer¬ 
icans who have no knowledge or the wording of the bills are being barraged with 
propaganda by every conceivable moans. Radio and TV carry spot announcements 
around the clock, letters coming through the mall carry "mental health" markings, 
the Bell telephone trucks carry placards, bill-boards are plastered with poignant 
pleas for the "mentally ill" and even social groups of fashionable ladies are 
holding "Teas" sponsoring "Mental Health." 

IS IT ANY WONDER when we attended the Hearings in Sacramento with a email group 
of patriots that we were talking to deaf ears? In spite of everything that was 
brought to their attention the Bills passed the committee by a unanimous: vote. 

WE WONDERED HOW THEY COULD AFFORD all the advertising. How does one go about 
getting propaganda on all letters coming through the mail? Can just anyone do 
it? We were told we could be arrested if we insisted on putting stickers on our 
envelopes stating, "Who promoted Peress," "Get the U.S. out of the C.N., etc. 

We are now trying to find out who gets this assistance, if it is open to everyone 
and how much it costs. DID THE 15 MILLION DOLLARS THE FORD FOUNDATION is placing 
back of the passage of the mental health bills have anything to do with it?

CAN YOU IMAGINE HOW ABSURD it must Bound for a handful of women to continue to 
attempt to make their voices heard above this powerful noise? Every magazine, 
with few exceptions for April and May have carried articles and stories on the 
mentally ill. Are these bills really meant for the insane? The wording of them 
Would bring doubts. 

THE CASE OF THE MOTHER in Vermont who wired so desperately for help is one case in 
point. Four members of the AMERICAN PUBLIC RELATIONS FORUM were together when 
the lady who had received the wire called the lady we were visiting. As the saying 
goes, "all hell broke loose" for within the next three hours every outstanding 
pereon in the United States was contacted by telephone with no regard for the 
phone bill. The local papers said they were flying reporters to the scene, the 
Tulsa Tribune and the Chicago Tribune also sent reporters. Outstanding columnists, 
commentators and Statesmen were contacted who promised to look into it at once.

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THEN HilS* KILLER WAS CONTACTED in hex home. She said to the girl who was working 
for her, "They seited my two.children in oehool thi* rooming and we do not know 
where they have taker, them. They allowed my little 11 year old eon to call me. 

Me waa Sobbing so hard I could hardly understand him. He said, 'Mother, please 
let them arrest you or they will do torriblo things to you.' I aeked him where 
he wan and I could hear • hand being slapped over hie mouth. Before the receiver 
was olarand up I shouted, ‘Don't worry, honey, the newspapers will come to our 
defenae,' but I doubt If ho heard me. " 

THEN MRS. MILLER DESCRIBED what was taking place. Her neighbors had come to her 
defense and surrounded the house. After that the State Police waa called out and 
they roped the people back two hundred yards for their “protection, as there may 
be gun play.” Without saying goodbye she hung the receiver up hurriedly indicating 
some drastic action had started. 

TEAR-GAS HAD BEEN thrown in the house after 11 houre and the Killers were forced 
from their home. Mrs. Miller was unconscious. She waa taken to a local hospital 
for the night and her husband sent to jail. The next day, without notifying her 
husband or children she was sent to an Insane asylum In Washington, D.C. according 
to the newspapers. When Mr. Miller was contacted again he still did not know 
where his wife had been sent. 

THE MOTHER WHO WAS WORKING SO HARD to attract attention to Mrs. Miller's plight la 
a widow with two small children. She is an ardent anti-Communist and like all 
members of this organization her firet concern was the unconstitutionality of the 
act. AREN'T WE PROTECTED AGAINST "SEARCH AND SEI2URE"? Are wa unprotected by our 
Constitution also as our sons are in the eervice? 

■ACCORDING TO THE NEWSPAPERS THIS 13 THE GROUND uaed to send Mrs. Miller to an insane 
asylum. She felt, according to her huaband, that it was unconstitutional for 
American boya to be sent to almost 60 foreign countries unprotected by the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States. 

WHAT ABOUT THE MENTAL HEALTH BILLS? It is difficult to keep thla bulletin unemo¬ 
tional when parts of the bill are quoted. If they pass many believe every vestige 
of our freedoms whioh our forefathers so handsomely provided for ue will be swept 
away. 

DO NOT CONSOLE YOURSELF THAT THIS IS ONLY HAPPENING IN CALIFORNIA. These bills are 
NATIONAL, liefer to your Congressional Record for January 26, Bill S. 724 and 
February 1, Bill S. 848. To quote) "Bo It enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the U. S. that there ie hereby established a conmission to be 
known as the "President's Commission on Mental Health" to be composed of a Chair¬ 
man and seventeen other members APPOINTED by the President. (Emp. ours.) 

In the past Americans have not been too impressed with some of the appointments 
made by the President. 

SPACE WILL NOT ALLOW for the printing of the Bills. Write for them by addressing 
your Assemblyman in Sacramento. But we will bring you a few quotes which seem to 
be the most alarming: 

WHAT IS MEANT BY "MENTALLY ILL"? A.B. 1159 states: "Mental illneaB, mental de¬ 
ficiency, brain damage, Juvenile delinquency, alcoholism, sexual abberation, etc. 
(chap. 1, pg. 1) and psychiatric disorder as meaning "psychiatric reactions, 
neurotic reactions, mental deficiencies, behaviour disorders, addictions, perver¬ 
sions," (pg,2) which should cover the whole human race. BUT WHO DEFINES THESE 
DISORDERS? With the Ford Foundation putting 15 Million of the American tax-payers 
dollars back of It, perhapB it will be their favorite son, Robert Hutchins or 
Paul Hoffman. According to the bill "he need not be a resident of the city, oounty 
or State and he may be employed on a full or part-time basis.) (A.B. 1159,Sec.9010) 
You will note there Is no mention that he roust be a citizen. 

WHAT ARE THE POWERS ASKED FOR our mental "counselor"? If you are allowed to remain 
in your home, his dutiea shall consist of counseling and placement services, the 
latter term Including the right to SELECT HOUSEKEEPERS or OTHER FACILITIES, ar.d 
make WHATEVER CHANGES In euch eelections as are deemed NECESSARY BY THE COUNSELOR 



WHO CAN YOU TO AN INSANE ADSLUM? Practically anyone. If there is no 

relative who is "able and willing" then a "licensed physician, superintendent of 
charities or equivalent officer or the duly representative thereof, health officer, 
etc." * ■ 

CAN YOU SUE THEM IF FOUND SANE? No. "When a petition is filed . . . neither the 
PERSON MAKING OR FILING THE PETITION, nor his superiors, nor the department, hosp¬ 
ital or institution, to which he is attached nor any of its employees shall be 
rendered liable thereby either civilly or criminally . . . "(Section 50A7) 

WHEN CAN THET PICK YOU UP? "at any hour of the NIGHT." Also, they can come into 
your homo, "in the daytime or nighttime , fbr the purpose of MAKING AN INVENTORY." 
Everything you own will be itemised and h9ld for you or "disbursed" as the Judge 
deems for the best Interests, welfare and health of the patlert. (What Judge?) 

AFTER INCARCERATION, WHAT CHANCE HAVE YOU? You have THREE day i to try to get a 
Jury trial while an Inmate of the asylum, but this seems rathe.' ridiculous when the 
bill clearly stipulates that the first SEVEN DaYS "ANY TREATMENT may be commenced 
by the hospital during this period where the same is considered necessary or 
advisable." (Who decides?) What person inside an Insane aeylum can get assistance 
in three days? How many have a lawyer at his finger tips? Suppose “shock therapy" 
or a lobotomy is deemed "necessary and advisable" during the first seven days? A 
lobotomy destroys the brain cells and the damage is PERMANENT. By its use, 
"agitated or chronically depressed patients are transformed into placid, ADAPTABLE 
PEOPLE," according to one psychiatrist.■ And one columnist tells us if we Could 
see the terrible struggle patients put up to avoid the shock treatment one could 
readily see how horrible they must be. Patients have died from shock treatment. 
Electrodes are attached to either side of the forehead and an electric charge 
passes through the brain, INDUCING UNCONSCIOUSNESS AND CONVULSION. 

COMMUNISTS, FELLOW-TRAVELERS, DUPES, IDEALISTS, etc. have termed all active anti¬ 
communists as "mentally ill, neurotic, etc,, and we have laughed it off. In the 
light of these bills it oeases to be funny. For instance, we quote from a 
Minute Women bulletin; 

"In a pamphlet admittedly written by Halleck Hoffman, son of Paul G. 

Hoffman, published by the American Frionds Service Committee, dated 
May, 1952, you can find on pg. 7, an explanation of the motives of 
those who attacked 'the U.N. or UNESCO (or whatever):

This is the 
purest PARANOID DELUSION] 'I have hundreds of lurking, secret enemiesl 
Explaining away the fancied enemies one by one forever, will never relieve 
the condition for the person who is deluded. A friendly and loving 
attitude toward each mentally ill person is basic to being helpful. He 
feels the enemies and invents or seises upon the parson or group to be 
the enemy, to explain the feeling to himself. While rationalizing his 
fear B , HE MAY SUCCEED IN CONVINCING OTHERS THAT THE ENEMY IS REAL. . . " 

HOFFMAN, JUNIOR, SEEN3 WORRIED that we may convince otherB that the "enemy is real." 
He need not be concerned. We have been trying for seven years, but our words have 
seldom been hesrd. Many of ub feel now, in view of the almost unaurmountable 
obstacle that has been placed before us that it ia time to quit. An overwhelming 
love for God and country causes us to make ONE MORE EFFORT IF YOU WILL HELP.

TO QUOTE AGAIN FROM THE BILL! "IN ALL CASES ... the counselor shall be author¬ 
ised to receive, hold, and disburse for the necessary care and expenses of said 
patient, money and case income, including but not limited to old age security 
payments, Social Security payments) retirement payments, and pension payments, up 
to the total amount of one thousand dollars AT ANY ONE TIKE. The counselor shall 
also ba authorized to sign applications, affirmations, and reaffirmations for old 
age security end TO ENDORSE AND CASH ANY CHECKS, WARRANTS, DRAFTS AND OTHER 
EVIDENCES OF INDEBTEDNESS PAYABLE TO SUCH PATIENT. (Section 5077.5,A.B. 3300). 

Your mental counselor may "eell or encumber the property of the estate" or attach 
any fundB coming to the patient in the future. 

"ANY PERSON WHO WILFULLY RESISTS OR DELAYS TOE ENTRY of an authorized officer OR 
PERSON into the premises occupied by an ALLEGED mentally ill person, where such 
officer or person seeks to execute the order lor examination or DETENTION or to se¬ 
cure an ITEMIZED REPORT OF THE PATIENT’S PROPERTY a« provided in thie section, ahall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor." (Ard many feel to be guilty of THIS misdemeanor 
could be drastic.)

She had boon committed 
there by fodoral court aftor boing adjudged insano April 18 in fodoral 
court at Burlington. 

Proviously she had ploadod not guilty to 18 oounts of an indiot- 
mont charging she had counseled -prospective Gla to refuse to bo draftod. 

FREED ON ^10,000 BAIL 

Stato troopers firod toar gas thru the uncurtained window panos of 
tho Millers' modorn white houso and finally drove thorn to surrender at 
upstairs windows. 

Miller was jailed in Windsor county jail ut Woodstock, 16 milos 
away. Yesterday ho was roloasod on $10,000 cash bond providod by two 
Bothol residents, A fodoral grand jury will hoar ovldonce against Mil¬ 
ler tomorrow morning in &xrlington. lire, Millor meanwhile, was taken 
to tho Washington hospital by United States Marshall,

Tho family ownodja house in Austin* whore Mrs* Miller spent her 
childhood. For one yoar sho was a student at tho Art Institute of Chi¬ 
cago; Then for four years sho studied art at tho Natural History 
Museum* Thoro, under the instruction of an instructor from tho Aft 
Institute, sho specialized in animal art, 

Millor was bern in Bethel, son of a Methodist minister and after 
high school had a throe yoar engineering courso in oloctrioal tosting 
with the Gonoral Electric Company, Lynn, Mass., and later a one year 
oourso ar Lowell Institute (ni$tt study at Massachusetts Institute 
of Toohnology). 

SELECTMAN OF TOWN 

He oporatos a machine shop at the rear of his home lot, and is 
supervisor of machlnory maintenance for a plywood factory horo, 

Millor was elected one of tho throo selectmen of this town in 1934 
and sorvod until 1943* being rooloctcd in 193? and 1940. Ho was ap¬ 
pointed a justice of the poaco in 1935 and has held Hint Job sinco, 
having been roeloctod in 1936 and each two years thereafter. In 1950 
ho was elected to his school board job, which is officially a membor 
of the credential committee of tho Bothol, Inc,, school district which 
runs tho high school. Ho was reelected in 1953.

NOW IT HAS HAPPENED IN VERMONT

Ever hear of a fellow by the name of Joseph B. Johnson? Probably not. He'got 
himself elected governor of Vermont. Politically the state of Ethan Allen and his 
hietorio Green Mountain Boys 1 b Republican. 

Governor Johnson is being introduced across the nation as a good example of 
what a governor should not be. There i» a c*•« in Yemont that literally stinks of 
intellectual and spiritual dishonesty. The nation is beginning to focus its eyas 
on one brave woman, Mrs. Lucille Miller, of Bethel, Vermont, who has exposed and 
resisted the Communists in that historic state. 

Ever hear of Ernest Gibson? Probably not. But his name is being broadcast 
across the country as the federal Judge in Vermont who b: court order committed this 
patriotic woman to a humiliating incarceration in the Brattleboro insane asylum. 

That to shut her up. 

EVer hear of Louis Whitcomb? Prdbably not. He is the United States District 
attorney in Vermont who has used his offioe to prosecute and to persecute Lucille 
Miller for being a patriot. And this is the Vermont that sent to the United States 
Senate that Ralph Flanders feller. Because he had rendered no commensurate service 
Flanders attempted to make himself conspicuous by denouncing one who had been on 
the firing line defending us against Communist treachery and treason. 

On a sightly hilltop, overlooking the lovely city of Burlington, Lake Champlain 
and in the far distance the rugged Adirondacks, stands the University of Vermont. 

It was founded by the rugged Revolutionary soldier, Ethan Allen, and by him ded¬ 
icated: "This University Is created to render the state respectable." For more 
than a hundred and eixty yaare thiB commonwealth college has been graduating the 
sons and daughters of the Green Mountain state, and among than one Joseph B. Johnson, 
now Governor of Vermont. And whatever he learned in the engineering school he some¬ 
how totally missed the heroic lessons of nobility for which that college was created. 

Mrs. Lucille Miller, and her husband Manuel Miller, are so right in their 
defense of this Republic against the Communist clusters of Vermonteven Vermont¬ 
ers are compelled to look upon their Judge Gibson, their federal district attorney 
Whitcomb and their Governor with humiliation. 

"It can't happen here" is a slogan that has been worn so thraadbA^. by usage 
that It means NOTHING now. It can happen here. It has happened here. It has 
happened in Vermont. It happened with its Flanders. It has happened with its 
Governor Johnson. It has happened with its Judge Gibson. It has happened with its 
federal district attorney Whitcomb. And one brave Vermont woman is mightier than 
the lot of these coridoners of both cowardice and corruption. 

The spiritual fibers of Ethan Allen are returning to Vermont in spite of its 
governor and other high officials. 

Just a3 soon as an Individual courageously reveals and condemns the activities 
of the Communist forded, just so soon do the Coirrunist-dominated minds of elected 
public officials launch an energetic crusade of smear and intimidation. 

Remember William Wirt, the public school teacher at Gary, Indiana? He exposed 
a secret meeting of Communists in Alexandria, Virginia, in the early days of the 
Roosevelt regime. He discovered the plot to start a Communist revolution to destroy 
the United States. And for that courageous patriotism he was hailed before a Con¬ 
gressional committee. He was ridiculed, scorned, laughed at and pictured by the 
unscrupulous and unenlightened newspapers as an alarmist and li$yl : That persecution 
killed him. A.nd that happened here. 

Congressman Martin Dies, of Texas, began his investigation of Communism as a 
sincere and intelligent statesman.

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John Rankin, Congressman from Mississippi, followed Dies as chairmM of the 
un-American Activities Committee only to be ridiculed, abused and lied about, And 
that happened here. 

Charles A. Lindbergh was lionised as an American hero, which he was. But be¬ 
cause he crusaded against the infamies of our enemies he was persecuted, denounced 
and lied about. He even suffered attacks from the White House itself. And that 
happened here. 

Congressman Velde, of Illinois, is another public official who was smeared and 
persecuted because of his open resistance to the forces that plot to destroy ue. 

And that happened here. 

General Douglas MacArthur when winning our war was ordered to lose it. And that 
came from the White House itself.. No warrior ever returned from a victorious high 
command to be more passionately hailed as a hero than did Douglas MacArthur. But 
the American people were denied the victory he won. That happened here. 

So we can continue to catalog r.ameB of patriots who have been smeared and 
intimidated by forces that want to destroy this Republic. 

The eyes of the nation are now on Vermont. Its state College has FAILED. Its 
graduates have not rendered the state respectable. Treason and treachery have taken 
root on the town greens where Ethan Allen once drilled his Green fountain Riflemen. 

But a brave, patriotic American couple, Manuel and Lucille Miller, of Bethel, 
Vermont have, figuratively, taken down the old Revolutionary rifle. The governor 
has told them to put it back. They refuse to put it back. The federal Judge Gibson 
has told them to put it back. But that federal Judge is wrong, tragically and dis¬ 
gustingly wrong. And the Millers of Bethel are right. The rifie has not been put 
back. 

The district attorney Whitcomb has told them that they will be let alone if 
they will quit publishing their little mimeographed paper, The Green Mountain Rifle¬ 
man. That is blackmail. Nothing but blackmail. That man WhlteiHb (Joea not seem 
to know that blackmail is a very unbecoming performance in a United States district 
attorney. 

Those three fellows got together and committed this patriotic woman to a long 
term of observation in a Vermont nut-house. 

This brave woman has refused to take a dollar of the thousands voluntarily 
contributed to assist in her fight against an un-American Vermont. Like an Ethan 
Allen she fights her own battle. She employed no attorney. She needs none. She 
went into court alone. There she flabbergasted the uncomprehending Judge. She wore 
the armor of the Constitution of the United States. And that Immortal instrument, 
in spite of assaults against it, protected her against the treachery of Vermont's 
governor, Vermont's Judge and Vermont's federal district attorney. 

Lucille Miller is not on trial in any Vermont court. But the governor of 
Vermont, its Judge Gibson and its district attorney Whitcomb, all three, are on 
trial before the American people today. 

The Constitution and the Bricker Amendment are the armor that will protect 
American liberties and their right to pursue happiness. Vermont is an object 
lesson. A woman, Just one woman standing alone with the Constitution of the United 
States is mightier than a contemptuous court and governor.

Many of your readers may have noticed the extensive coverage of the 

case of Lucille Miller In your paper. The build-up she received as 

a patriotic hero must have left them with a feeling of bewilderment. 

It turned out that Mrs. Miller was convicted by a Jury for repeatedly 
urging draftees to violate the selective service act, and giving them 
advice how to avoid military service. Apparently out of a violent 
antl-semltism she wanted people to refuse to cooperate with our govern¬ 
ment, since she thought, according to her own defense attorney, that 

President Elsenhower and his generals were"domlnated by Jews", whatever 
that may mean. Couple this to the act of resisting a federal officer 
with a deadly weapon in the act of perfofiitngahis duty, for which she 
will soon stand trial, and you have the perfect type of a crackpot, and 
a dangerous one at that. 

Since Mrs. Miller was declared legally sane, she presumably understood L 
the difference between right and wrong, although it hardly gives her a 
clean bill of mental health. I am sure that a prolonged period of treat¬ 
ment Inamental hospital might have done her more good than the prison 
sentence she now will receive. However, if she is your example of an 
heroic patriot and her actions are termed "courageous Americanism", 
then, Mr. Editor, we apparently do not speak the same language. Perhaps 
you owe your readers an explanation, how subversions of this kind could 
conceivably be considered patriotic heroism.

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It will be recalled that a bench warrant was issued for 
Lucille Miller ordering her connltted to St. Elizabeth 'b 
H ospital. Alerted to this fact, she used the incident to 
call newspaper men, TV stations and radio broadcasting 
stations, obviously designed to publicize her activities 
which were to barricade herself in her home and interfere 
with the due process of law. The U. S. Marshal, meeting with 
rebuff and threatened, called in the State Policy for assistance. 
Newspaper representatives were freely admitted to the residence 
but the Law enforcement officers were held off at gunpoint, 
the State Police after some time, making use of gaa to bring 
about their arrest. We had, of course, conducted the investi¬ 
gation regarding the violation but did not participate in the 
incident described above. The Bureau was fully aware of this 
and it is felt that only criticism and possible embarrassment 
would have ta*en place were we to have joined in the undertaking. 
Our failure to be present was not commented on but the U. S. 
Attorney was aware that it was the primary responsibility of 
the U. S. Marshal to execute the warrant and subsequent removal 
of Lucille Miller to St. Elizabeth's Hospital. Whitcomb is 
aware of the policy but in his conversation with me recently, 
stated that he thought the Federal Government should be able 
to handle a similar situation without calling on the State 
Police, realizing that the U. S. Marshal, Dewey H. Perry, 
had been responsible for the State Police participating in the 
affray. His reason for this comment was his thought that 
possibly a similar incident might occur at some time in the 
future when he felt that we should be available to immediately 
take action to see that court orders are properly executed. 

He still is of the same impression in spite of the fact that 
he is aware of the specific duties of the Marshal and the 
agents. His feeling concerning this was such as to prompt me 
to mention it as a possible subject of discussion by him at the 
conference. It should be clearly understood that he has not 
criticized the Bureau for its position but apparently would like 
to effect a change in policy whereby we would be called in 
should a like situation occur at a later date. 

As indicated above, there ia no question in my mind 
that the handling of the problem as it arose on our part was

The occurrence has been described as a "three 
ring circus with efforts on the part of the State Police, 
local police, and representatives of the Sheriff's Office 
all being frustrated in their attempt to peacefully remove 
the Millers fro«n their residence.

His real «|ualLfiootiun lo n hard earned talent 
for folksy relations with federal court. Host of Tompkins' customers 
are out of ui*te transfer Jobu ao whon little misunderstandings arise 
over the oudden dooth of a vlottm It la to federal court that J. Butlor 
Tompklnn must hie him to have everything mode Jake again. He lo therefore 
acutely senaltlve to the wishes of Ernost Qlbson who presently wields 
the bench.

Deer VflraoytMrii, lend a believing ear to the lilaa of the sorpont 
and give Tull faith to tho words of the red-eyed weasel, bat do not trust 
tho reports of your federal oourt unless you Just want to bo kidded. 

And when these reports appear on the glowing pagooof tne Rutland Herald, 
romomber, they have conic trickling not onoe but rwiCE, through anti-truth 
filters and any foots that roaain must nave slipped through sideways. 

The Rutland Herald, controlled by the William Ulnsburgsohool or geo-polItloa 
dooo not Jure? to roll Its own when it comoo to oourt nows but cynically 
acoepts court hand-outs saturated with the’Whitcomb "erroneous trend", now 
so rank that It oan be deteoted without Instruments. This falslfication 
’*t the aouroa plue the leftward pull of the vehicle should not matter to

All the court 
ooulddowas rely nn Its oaptivo papers, so frequently the oourt'a partner 
in or lues against the public. Tho Rutland herald goes on*. "Doapita 
Whitney's pica tint ha did not noBd oounsel. Judge Jibaon assigned Atty, 
Henry Press of St. Albans to act In hie defense and set tho case for 
jury trial Sept. 26, Ball of *500 wa*- continued." The ball was *1,000. 
Whitney refused to accept assigned counsel. Nathan I'rose cut bosldo 
Whitney for three minutes, not as counsol but as Amicun Curing . and was 
then dlamla3ed with thanks from tha Court. Whitney announced he would 
NOT waive Grand Jury consideration, and Gibson did NOT sot a trial date 
because Whitney haa not been indicted yet and oven Gibson can not presume 
to take the dcololon of n Grand Jury Tor granted. Otherwise the Rutland 
Herald story 13 exceptionally accurate and probably merits tho endless 
reprinting It will get in oil the satellite papers of Vermont. 

Since the U.S. m rehal told Nelson Whitney that he ought to "waive 
indlotmant to save money for the Government". It will bo interesting to 
sea If n special Grand Jury 16 called to consider his case alone and then 
to see if they try to have the arraignment and the trial and the sentencing 
and tho ex tout, ion all on the same day. Suoh compressed court actions may 
be a real bargain to the Administration which needs to save hundreds of 
dollars at homo ao that It will have the millions of dollars It needs to 
spend on "land reform - In Ada.

In tho summortlmo they tried tho Hillers anil 
uimviuted chonbat lifter—threatening Krauol Minor's wife with 70yours la 
prlnon for breaking tho Draft Law thoy booked down and didn't dare give 
her a day because people all over tho country keep shouting that the Draft 
tj\u Is unconstitutional. Tho frustrated vultures turned their rage upon 
Manual Mlllerwho had not only robbed thorn of their victim but had shown 
them up before tho whole country. Tho Judge who had ordered hie goons to 
break Into Mnuuol filler's house and drag Manuel Miller's wife off to 
captivity -Ernoat Ulboon Is his nume- gave Manuel Miller a year In prison 

fho lust for vengeance started at the moment santenoo was pronounced 
when Ulbaongally handed Manuel Hiller ever to tho Marshall to bo hundouffod 
and taken to Jail booauso hlo bondsmen wero net present. Throe times 
Manuol Miller had oskod tho probation officer, foul Plotter, if tho bondsmen 
hnd to uorao to runow ball, and oaoh time Plohorliod simpered that since the 
money was on deposit tho bondsmen need not appear. Manuel Miller, with 
understandable skepticism asked Ploher to get proper authority for that 
nssuranoo, andPlohur usUl that the Clerk of Court had affirmed the fact 
that the bondsman need not appear.

3o tho Millers hnvo to make a motion for more 
time on tho v..ry eve of the deadline whon the appeal time expires, this follow 
thu p><U rn: In SECRECY thoy tried to destroy Manuol Miller's wife without 
a trial but MANUEL MILLER SAID NO and the American publle thundored approval 
of him. In SECRECY thoy are trying to keep Manuol Miller's case from being 
rovlewod ocoauso there are things in this case that they don't want you to 
know, SECBKCY Is what they've got to have, but SECRECY they will not 
got. Manuol and Luollle Miller are going to bo at tho Circuit Court of 
Appeals, Foloy Square, New York on Monday Nov.? at 9:30 A.M. Seo you!

In reply to his Inquiries, on February 21, 1955. in the U. S. 
District Court of Vermont at Burlington, Vermont, Lucille ST^MHler of 
Bethel, Vermont, entered a plea of not guilty to an 18-count Indictment 
charging her with violation of the Selective Service Act of 1948. On the same 
date, U. S. District Court Judge ErneBt W. Gibson ordered her committed 
to the Retreat at Brattleboro for examination to determine her sanity.

Y/She was adjudged insane by Judge Gibson on April 18, 1955, 
tnnhordered committed to the custody of the Attorney General until declared 
o>san i. On May 5, 1955, she was committed to St. Elizabeths Hospital, 

8 cnWa hlngton, D. C., and released from that Institution on June 22, 1955. 

TF<j§ owing a hearing at Brattleboro, on June 27, 1955, Judge Gibson found 
sufficiently sane to assist counsel in her own defense. 

She was found guilty on July IS, 1955, in Federal pourt at 
-Brahleboro of all 18 counts charged In the indictment. Her sentence was 
suspended and she was placed on probation for five years. 
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Her husband, Manuel S. Miller, was found guilty of Assaulting 
a Federal Officer on July 21, 1955, having threatened to shoot a U. S. Mar¬ 
shal and his deputy on May 3, 1955, as they attempted to execute a court 
order in connection with Mrs. Miller's commitment to St. Elizabeths Hos¬ 
pital. On August 8, 1955, he was sentenced to imprisonment of one year 
and on® day and fined $1,000. :. \A

NOTE: We have had favorable relations with Senator Bayh. On 11/6/68, 
the Director con gratulated him on his r e-election to the U. S. Senate. 

In 1953 and 1954J |was Interviewed at the request of 

Senator Margaret Chase Smith concerning allegations relative to the 
Merrill Trust Merchants National Bank of Maine conspiring with members 
of his family to place him In an insane asylum. He was able to furnish 
no specific Information regarding any violation within the Bureau's juris¬ 
diction and Senator Smith was so advised. The Miller case was a highly 
controversial one and received nation-wide publicity at the time. A 
bench warrant had been issued for Mrs. Miller ordering her committed 
to St. Elizabeth's and she and her husband barricaded themselves in 
their home and rebuffed the U. S. Marshal and his deputy when they 
attempted to take custody of her. Manuel Miller threatened to shoot 
them with a rifle and the Marshal called for assistance from the Vermont 
State Police. After a number of hours, gas was used to bring about their 
arrest. The Bureau did not participate in this incident.

Dear Sir: 

Your coneem over the plight of the mentally ill interests mo from both angles - 
when I protested over the activities of the Merrill "Trust" Interstate Crime Syndicate 
[Which had broken up my family and driven me from Maine the Syndicate made a surreptitious 
lattempt to "railroad" me into an institution. When I got wind of it 1 •complained to the N —v 
then Governor Muskie whereupon the Merrill "Trust" Interstate crime Syndicate set out to 
ynact legislation which would make them immune to prosecution if I caught them at it again. 
Happily, Governor Muskie promised to veto any such legislation if it got to him, which it 
didnjt. So much for the "railroading" aspect. , 


My late wife fell apart under the continuing impact of the Merrill "Trust" Interstate Crime 
Syndicate harassments and had to be committed. I could have returned home to take care 
of her in ordinary circumstances, but the Merrill "Trust" Interstate Crime Syndicate sent 
a lawyer all the way from Boston to stop my attempt to return to her and committment was 
the only alternative 1 had. 


I mention these two angles in view of the problem they underline - how to easily commit 
those who need the care while protecting those who are being "railroaded*.’ or for other 
reasons do not belong in an institution.Legipllion to give immunity to those who are 
responsible for committments endanger the rights of the patient, but without that immunity 
the right of the patient to needed care is also endangered. Locking up a loved one is no 
small matter and it greatly exacerbates the misery to find numerous physicians afraid 
or unwilling to make out the necessary papers. This is a problem which comes from the 
belief of most attorneys that a law degree makes psyciatrists out of them and I think it 
would be useful if psychiatry were returned to the medical profession and taken entirely 
out of the legal field as are other diseases. Dr. Szas 2 , the eminent forensic psychiatrist 
has made a suggestion along that line - get the psychiatrists out of the court room 
which will be restricted to the trial of cases. The New Jersey Supreme Court has gone 
along with that idea, having recently held that mental disease will be considered in the 
court room only when the accused voluntarily announces that it will be a defense. 

So - both in.behalf of the v ictims of "railroading"and in behalf of the sick who genuinely 
need the care I hope both you and Senator Ervin will cmme up with some helpful legislation. 


And while we'r^on the subject, could one of your aides do me a favor? Some fifteen yeara 
ago one Lucille Mille r of Bethel, Vermont said something that the U.S.Judge didn't like and 
he had her put in St. Elizabeth's down your way. Is she still there? Did she get out? When? 
Did anyone help her? Who? If she had been "railraaded" did she try to obtain some sort of 
redress? What happend to her husband and kids? So far no one wants to talk about this affair 
add now that I am retired I make a sort of hobby of trekking down these "lost" souls.
